STRIKE AGAINST HIGHER 
RENTS. 


BIG GLASGOW PROTEST. 


Glasgow, Aug. 25.—Glasgow 
has po: for many years seen such 
a demonstration as that which 
took place to-day agains: the 
jnerease of rents authorized by 
the recent Act. The initial success 
was scored by the strike 
promoter when the tramway 
vars were withdrawn completely 
from the streets in the early 
hours of the morning. The cessa- 
tion of work on the par: of the 
protesters was alrmos: complete. 
In the shipyards on the upper 
reaches of the Cisde she stoposge 
was general. The only yard able 
to report ansibing like a satisi: 
tory etart was Messrs, Denny's. 

Business ceneralis was serious- 
ty interrapted. The first intime- 
tion of the seriozs nature of the 
stoppage wus wheo Susiness men. 
clerks, shop assistanis and others 
found tha: there were notramcart 
totake them in tu business. The 
suburban trains were crowded br 
workers who in norcnal times ace 
content to take the tramears in 
ta besiness. and sreat crowds 
were obliged to wal ing the Cicy. 
Before midday demonstrators in 
seven districts began to assemble, 
and processions headed with 
banners and bands converged 
upon the centre of the city. 
Many proceeded direct to 
Glasgow Green. but the 
principa} rendezvous was George- 
aquare. outside the City Cham- 
bers, where a buge crowd collect- 
The mass was mar- 
‘phalled and set oct for Glasgow 
Greeo.. The temper of the 
crowd was exerplary, and, 
although police patrols were out 
in force, no friction occurred— 
jodeed « great deal of good-natur- 
ed cha passed between the 
police and the demecstrators, 
and an outside observer might 
bave imagined that tho police 
were willing partic:palwts in the 
cemonsiration. 

It ja catimated that 200,000 
workers, including women and 
childre~, assembled on the 
Flesbers’ Haugh, on Glargow 
Green. From several platforms 
a resolution was passed pledging 
support to the Labour Party 
Honsing Association's attitnde, 
and binding those present to 
“resist the increaze in meats. One 
of the outstanding figures on the 
platforms was Captsin White, 
son of the Sir George Whits, the 
defender of Ladysunith, who 
said he was growing weary 
waiting for them to give him 
sometbing to do.’ If they did 
not burry, be said, he would 
be a done man before they 
were ready for him. He appealed 
for recrnita for what he déscribed 
as the “new Scottish Red Army,” 
which, be explained, was to con- 
sist of three divisions, the ex- 
soldiers, the fighting miners of 
‘Lanarkabire, and the Sinn Fein 
supporters in Sootlaod. Girls 
end boys of 16, he said, wera also 
enrolled, and they would be 
taught physical drill, &., to 
make them geverally useful.
